The statement as to the future 
course of the ‘Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, which was made yesterday by 
Collis P. Huntington, upon his election 
as president ef that corporation, is un- 
doubtedly the most important declara- 
tion which has emanated from the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Townsend streets 
since the road was built. . 

When the first transcontinental line 
was constructed across the sierras, the 
projectors of the enterprise were made 
recipients not only of the generosity 
of the Nation and State, but ‘also 
of the sincere admiration and sympa- 
thy of the people of the coast. It was 
only when, with growing power and 


this sympathy began to be estranged. 
Since that time the company has been 
going ever deeper into politics and ever 
farther from the hearts of the people. 
Wherever it has thought that its inter- 
ests were at stake—interests ofttimes 
diametrically opposed to those of the 
people—it has not scrupled to make 
its influence felt in State, county, or 
even municipal affairs; nor has its 
o’erweening ambition even stopped 
short of attempts to figure in national 
‘politics and to mold the judiciary of 
the Republic!
